Nazi in spirit, he gave up law and became a fKilm director and pr-ducer, in which 
Jttåeld he had considcrable success. 

In 1938 Engelsing married Ingeborg Kohler in England, as, since his vife 
was half Jewish, it was impossible to marry in Germany. Mrs. Engelsing and her 
children are now living at 115 Hillcrest Road, Berkeley 5, Calif., vith her parents.
